CLEVELAND Ju ne 28 — Jin- 
drich Kotas, 54-y ear-old depu ty 
consu l 
for 
Czechoslov akia 
in 
Clev eland, has resigned the post 
rather than “ su bmit to the will 
of a regime I loathe.” 
Kotas, who has been the con­ 
su l in Clev eland since 1947 , was 
ordered by the Red-dominated 
gov ernment to report back to the 
cou ntry by Friday “ for fu rther 
du ties." Instead he sent his res­ 
ignation. 
Kotas, who cam e to Clev eland 
from Pragu e after serv ice in the 
foreign ministry there, said in 
his letter of resignation: 
“ I came to the conclu sion that 
I cannot retu rn to 
a 
cou ntry 
where the police hav e su preme 
power and where the present 
Commu nist gov ernment, install­ 
ed in power by intrigu e, v iolence 
and treason, tu rned it into a po­ 
lice state. 
“ I will nev er su bmit to the will 
or terror of Commu nist gov ern­ 
ment that destroy s and sneers 
at the ideals of free men whom 
it intends to transform into a 
pu ppet of its dev ilish whims.”

CINCINNATI, J u n e 28 — 
Equality of men and women is 
bunk. 
That’s what Dr. Paul Pope- 
noe, director of the American 
Institute of Family Relations 
in Los Angeles told today’s ses­ 
sions of the University of Cin­ 
cinnati Social Hygiene Insti­ 
tute. 
Popeuoe also said the old 
idea of superior man and in­ 
ferior woman added up to just 


as much malarkey. 
His idea was: 
“The senes are different-— 
not equal or unequal — and 
much trouble in marriage is 
created because people don’t 
understand that simple fact.” 
Popenoe said: 
“Not only do (men and wom­ 
en) differ literally in every 
cell of their bodies, but t h e y 
talk differently, walk different­ 
ly, eat differently, drink dif­ 


ferently, and have quite dif­ 
ferent scales of values—or if 
they do not, they are v e r y 
poor representatives of their 
own sex.” 
The Californian continued: 
“ Many 
women 
are 
mal­ 
adjusted amu neurotic through 
life because they were brought 
up to wish that they were not 
women but men instead. Such 
women have keen told by their 


mothers

A BILL TO repeal the F er­

NEAR-DERELICTS 
IS PETTY crime really petty? Murd er 
an d robbery are more spectacular, but 
they are less of a d rain on law en forcemen t 
than the vagran ts, alcoholics, prostitutes, 
petty thieves, d rug ad d icts an d n on -s u p- 
portin g husban d s. These are gen erally re­ 
peaters, an d we have n ot foun d out what to 
d o with them, said Don . R. San son , recen t­ 
ly. Mr. San son , chief of the ad ult d ivision 
of the Los An geles probation d epartmen t, 
thought to be the largest of its kin d in the 
world , was ad d ressin g the an n ual con ven ­ 
tion of the Nation al Probation an d Parole 
Association . 
Special courts for these an n oyin g repeat­ 
ers are on e suggestion . These courts should 
have access to med ical d iagn ostic aid s an d 
to psychiatrists, to fin d out what is the mat­ 
ter with these n ear-d erelicts. Un fortun ate­ 
ly society has to d o somethin g with them 
whether it likes to or n ot. 


Most large city n ewspapers d o n ot worry 
too much about mail, as they d istribute 
their n ewspapers by other mean s. Smaller 
papers d o use the mails to some ad van ­ 
tage. The bills to raise the rates, however, 
load it heavily on the n ation al magazin es, 
on the assumption that they can afford to 
pay. Besid es, most of them go in for short 
stories an d learn ed articles, pattern s an d 
how to cook an d get married , an d they are 
n ot likely to let out a howl, when the mail 
sched ule, at presen t or an y rates, shows 
like this on e I am writin g about.

Measures That Bring Relief 
To a Heart Failure Patient 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 


WHEN the heart becomes un ­ 
equal to its task of keepin g the cir­ 
culation goin g, the con d ition kn own 
as heart failure results. An un usu­ 
ally faithful organ , the heart, even 
in these circumstan ces, d oes n ot 
fail from lack of effort. On the other 
han d , if n eglected , it beats more 
rapid ly than ever to make up for 
its feeblen ess an d fin ally wears it­ 
self out completely in a wild series 
of in effective flutterin gs if help is 
n ot quickly givCh. 
Measures to aid the failin g heart 
usually con sist of rest, d iet, ad min ­ 
istration of the d rug kn own as d igi­ 
talis, which slows an d stren gthen s 
the heart beat, an d d iuretics to in ­ 
crease 
the elimin ation of fluid s 
through the kid n eys. 


Rest Essen tial 
Even though rest is essen tial, it 
is n ot a good id ea to keep the patien t 
lyin g d own , except d urin g an attack, 
because this may allow fluid to col­ 
lect in the lun gs. A sittin g position 
n ot on ly makes the patien t more 
comfortable but puts less d eman d 
on the circulation . 
The patien t with heart failure is 
often short of breath. Breathin g 
oxygen relieves the strain an d over­ 
comes this symptorp. In some cases 
it is n ecessary to give morphin e be­ 
cause it relieves an xiety, relaxes 
spasm, an d red uces the hazard s an d 
effects of shortn ess of breath. Of 
course, a d rug of this type must be 
carefully employed in the proper 
d osage an d ad min istered on ly by 
the d octor. 


Whether or n ot d igitalis should be 
used must be d etermin ed by the 
d octor. There are also certain other 
d rugs, such as ‘ those con tain in g 
mercury, which speed up the action 
of the kid n eys an d thus aid in the 
elimin ation of fluid s. Ju st which of 
these preparation s should be em­ 
ployed an d how often d epen d s on the 
severity of the con d ition . 


Various Diets 
Various types of d iets have been 
used . For example, on e suggested 
is six glassfuls of milk d aily with 
toast, for a week or two. It would 
seem that a d iet of this type speed s 
up the elimin ation of fluid s through 
the kid n eys. 
Other d iets employed are low in 
salt an d are either n eutral or acid 
ash formin g. This type of d iet also 
is used to aid in the elimin ation of 
fluid . It is n ecessary to give the pa­ 
tien t en ough fluid s to satisfy the 
n ormal bod y n eed s but an excess 
should be avoid ed . 
Prom pt treatmen t of heart fail­ 
ure is importan t in ord er to prolon g 
the patien t's life. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. E. M.: I have been told that 
d iabetes is in curable. If so, in what 
way can a physician be of an y use? 
An swer: It is true that there has 
been n o cure for d iabetes d iscovered 
up to the presen t. However, with 
proper treatmen t, in clud in g the use 
of in sulin an d d iet, taken un d er the 
d irection of the physician , the d is­ 
ease can be kept un d er con trol. 
Failure to have proper treatmen t 
may result fatally.

Besides, most of them go in for short 
stories and learned articles, patterns and 
how to cook and get married, and they are 
not likely to let out a howl, when the mail 
schedule, at present or any rates, shows 
like this one I am writing about. The na­ 
tional magazines seem to be run by timid 
they are less of a drain on law enforcement

peaters, and we have not found out what to 
do with them, said Don.

WHEN th® heart become* un­ 
equal to its task of keeping the cir­ 
culation going, the condition known 
as heart failure result*. An unusu­ 
ally faithful organ, the heart, even 
in these circumstances, does not 
fail from lack of effort. On the other 
hand, if neglected, it beata more 
rapidly than ever to make up for 
its feebleness and finally wears it­ 
self out completely in a wild series 
of ineffective fluttering* if help ia 
not quickly given. 
Measures to aid the failing heart 
usually consist of rest, diet, admin­ 
istration of the drug known as digi­ 
talis, which slows and strengthens 
the heart beat, and diuretics to in­ 
crease 
the elimination of fluids 
through the kidneys. 


Rest Essential 
Even though rest is essential, it 
is not a good idea to keep the patient 
lying down, except during an attack, 
because this may allow fluid to col­ 
lect in the lungs. A sitting position 
not only makes th* patient more 
comfortable but puts less demand 
on the circulation. 
Th# patient with heart failure is 
often short of breath. Breathing 
oxygen relieves the strain and over­ 
comes this symptom. In some cases 
it is necessary to give morphine be­ 
cause it relieves anxiety, relaxes 
spasm, and reduces the hazards and 
effects of shortness of breath. Of 
course, a drug of this type must be 
carefully employed in the proper 
dosage and administered only by 
the doctor. 


Whether or not digitalis should bo 
used must be determined by tho 
doctor. There are^also certain other 
drugs, such as ‘ those containing 
mercury, which speed up th# action 
of the kidneys and thus aid in th# 
elimination of fluids. Just which of 
these preparations should be em­ 
ployed and how often depends on the 
severity of the condition. 
Various Diet# 
Various types of diets have been 
used. For example, one suggested 
is six glassfuls of milk daily with 
toast, for a week or two. It would 
seem that a diet of this type speeds 
up the elimination of fluids through 
the kidneys. 
Other diets employed are low in 
salt and are either neutral or acid 
ash forming. This type of diet also 
is used to aid in th* elimination of 
fluid. It is necessary to give the pa­ 
tient enough fluids to satisfy the 
normal body needs but an sic es* 
should be avoided. 
Prompt treatm ent of heart fail­ 
ure is important in order to prolong 
the patient'! life. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. E. M.: I have been told that 
diabetes is incurable, lf so, in what 
way can a physician be of any use? 
Answer: It is true that there has 
been no eure for diabetes discovered 
up to th# present. However, with 
proper treatment, including the use 
of insulin and diet, taken under the 
direction of the physician, the dis­ 
ease can be kept under control. 
Failure to have proper treatm ent 
may result fatally.

men found guilty of first degree 
m urder on grounds that their 
confessions were secured by un­ 
constitutional means and there­ 
fore were not valid.

down in the cases of Robert A. 
Watts of Indianapolis, 
f o u n d 
guilty 
of a 1947 rape-m urder; 
Aaron Turner, found guilty in 
a 1945 m urder in Philadelphia; 
and L. D Harris, convicted in a 
1946 double m urder in A i k e n 
County, S. C. 
Justice 
Felix 
Frankfurter 
announced 
the 
court’s 
de­ 
cision in all three cases. 
In the Watts case, Frankfurter 
declared that the defendant had 
been 
subjected 
to 
‘‘sustained 
pressure” by police, pointing out 
that Watts was kept for the first 
two days following his arrest in 
solitary in a cell called “ t h e 
hole.” He was questioned for a 
total of six days without being 
given the hearing required by 
law. 
In the Turner case, Frankfur­ 
ter declared the police had ques­ 
tioned Turner four days and ex­ 
tracted a confession from him 
before finally taking him before 
a m agistrate for a preliminary 
hearing. 
In the Harris case, Frankfur­ 
ter said, five officers worked in 1 
relays questioning the prisoner j 
in a stifling cubicle. The ques­ 
tioning lasted three days, t h e 
justice said, and as in the other 
cases the prisoner was not told 
of his rights.
